Laborers and Wages are Under 


Free Trade.

Do you know a man wbo a few years ogo 


started a small stors, wiih n few dollars i 
his own and some borrowed capital, wbi 
to-day has a largo establishment, tmplo> 
iog scores ef clerks, and who lives in ex- 
cellent style, denying himself DO reanona 
ble Inxnry or comfort? There are plent) 
sncb in thi? anJ other American cities. I. 
gome one were to tell you that this success 
ful roan did not know bow to carry on

business, and that he was constantly injnr 
ing himself by his bad methods, would VOL 
believe him? Would you not say that hi 
critic was either jealous or a fool? To bt 
inre you would, for it is absurd to chaw 
that a mam is ruining himself in the face o> 
evidence showing that he it rapidly accnmn 
Idling wealth.
